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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The proposed amendment raises several new issues that would require further 
search and/or consideration. Firstly, the requirement that "only the corresponding 
magnet imposes a magnetic influence on the stirrer in the corresponding vessel to move 
the stirrer" is deleted. References not disclosing this limitation would need to be 
considered. Secondly, the proposed requirement that there be magnet assemblies 
such that each of the magnet assemblies is located between two of the sample vessel 
openings, is a new issue. Furthermore, the proposal makes claim 19 confusing in that, 
after reciting "a magnet driver comprising a plurality of magnets, wherein each of the 
openings corresponds with only one of the magnets", other pluralities of magnets and 
corresponding openings are recited in the new portion.
